TALKS IN EGYPT 


The discussions on treaty re- 
vision between the British and 
Egyptian representatives in Cairo 
have now been going on for more 
than three months. It is a long 
time, even by contemporary diplo- 
matic standards. The new treaty 
is not, of course, an easy one to 
nepatiate. There are several very 
knotty problems to solve, ‘The 
Egyptians want to see the promised 
evacuation of our troops more 
quickly than we think is prac- 
ticable. They also have aspira- 
tions in the Sudan which, for the 
moment, we cannot accept. For 
our part, we need a watertight 
defence agreement which will en- 
sure—in so far as anything can 
ensure “it in an. atomic age—the 
security of the Middle East. Here 
again there is a gap between our 
requirements and what. the Egyp- 
tians have been willing to con- 
cede. It would almost certainly 
be unwise to Insist on too many 
details going into the commit- 
ments which will bind each: side 
in, the projected treaty. A broad 
Jtreaty of friendship and alliance 
might well be the most practical 
—~and . certainly would be the 


swiftest—means of ending the dis- |- 


cussions satisfactorily, One of the 
difficulties is that Lord Stansgate 
has not been given plenipotentiary 
authority, so that all important 
matters have to be referred back 
to Mr, Bevin and. the Cabinet. 
This may be necessary in view of 
the importance ‘of the Egyptian 
talks, but if so there should be a 
special effort in London to bring

H. M. Howell, M.B.E., 
R.AS.C.. said that at the Shang- 
hai-Nanking Wharf, while the 
roll call was being taken, accus- 
ed was walking among the men 
striking them. Witness saw 
RSM Challis, as well as the other 
fellows, in a bad way. 

Cross-examined, witness said 
that he could not remember if 
a warning was isaued, when the 
hatches were partially closed, 
that anyone trying to get out 
would be ‘shot, It was pretty 
obvious what would happen, 

Questioned as to the meaning 
‘of this reply, witness said that 
it was obvious that the machine 
gun placed at the top of the 
hatch was to prevent nonybody 
attempting to escape. 

Witness snid that the “Lisbon 
Mara” was taken in tow for 
about an hour some 156 hours 
after it had been torpedoed. He 
assumed that the “Lisbon Maru” 
had been abandoned — because 
there was nx complete cessation 
of noise and the water was ris- 
ing in the hald. When witness 
Kot out of the hold, he only saw 
four guards with another man 
who looked like accused, 

Sut. J. McDougall of the Roy- 
nl Naval Dockyard Police stated 
that he was in No. 2 hold which 
Was #0 overcrowded that the 
conditions could only be deserib- 
ed as terrible, . 

“Stay Like Rats” 

Lieut. Col. Stewart asked for 
some of the men to be taken out 
and placed elsewhere to prevent 
sickness, Witness was preaent 
when this request was made and 
heard accused say in. reply; 
“You have nothing to worry 
about. 
rats and you will stay like rate.” 

At about 7 am. on Oct, 1, 
the “Lisbon Maru” was struck 
by a torpedo. “Accused was at 
the top of the stairs of No, 2 
hold. When the torpedo struck, 
accused went upstairs, Some 
time Inter, witness saw accused 
talking ton Japanese gentry. 
When the accused had finished 
talking to the sentry, the bat- 
tens were put on the hatch. 

The ‘conditions in the hatch 
became worse. , There wags very 
little air, The men did not re- 
ceive any food or water. After 
Lieut. Col, Stewart had appealed 
to the accused for some water 
for the men, a bucket of urine 
was lowered into the hold. 

Anawering the request of 
Lieut. Col Stewart for more air, 
accused stated: “You have noth- 
ing to worry about. You will 
probably be all deqd by tomor- 
row.” To witness’ own know- 
ledge, « considerable number of 
men dicd in the hold asa result 
of suffocation. 

On his arrival at Shanghai, 
accused suid: “Why did you 
come here? Why did you not 
stay with the rest of your 
Mates? You are so much trouble 
to us.” ; 

Witness was in the group 
which stayed on the quayaide 
all night. The, majority of tho 
men were naked, 

From this quayside, the men 
were marched to the “Shinsei 
Maru.” The firat time on at- 
tempt was made to place the men 
on board this ship, objection was 
raised by the Captain, who said 
that he would not accept res- 
ponsibility for the men who were 
not. fit or properly clothed. The 
‘men were sent back to the quay- 
side, where they stayed all night. 
Some food which was sent for 
the-men from the ship was sent 
back by accused, who refused to 
give it to them. 

To hide their nakedness, some 
of the men used some ecanty 
covering: When accused paw 
thls, he ordered this covering to 
be removed.

Red Cross Parcels 

Witness saw necused steal 
several Red Cross parcels. Ac- 
cused and two others ran a 
restaurant business in Kowloon 
with rations stolen from the 
priscners of war and made a 
huge amount. 

Answering Myr. Takahashi 
Mikio, witness said that he gaw 
accused wrap up and toke away 
Red~€ross pareels for his own 
use, This took place outside the 
office where witness was work- 
ing. Witness did not know the 
location of the 1estaurant ran 
hy accused. 

Major Puddicombe then read 
4 number of statements made by 
absent witnesses which dealt 
with beatings adicinistered by 
accused to certain . Canadian 
soldicra because they had swap- 
ped items of clothing with the 
crew in order to yet food. One 
Canadian who was severely 
beaten up by acensed cventual- 
ly died in Japan, 

Mr. H.F. Hopkins of Jardine 
Matheson & Co., Ltd., declared 
that as a prisoner of war, he 
embarked for Japan:on Dec. 16 
by a Chinese steamer which had 
been salvaged by the Japanese. 
The draft was commanded by 
a Japanese officer named Tanaka 
and accused acted as interpreter. 
On the voyage, fittle was seen 
of Tanaka. All the administra- 
tive work_was_done by—the_nc- 
cused, The ship put in at Takau 
and the prisoners of war were 
transferred to the “Toyama 
Maru”, . 

While on this ship, the ac- 
cused discovered that some of 
the men had been selling their 
clothing to members of the 
crew {in order to cbtain food.
